Effective on Oct. 1,1986, Governor. George Wallace de- 
clared Alabama's state education budget under 5% prora- 
tion for the 1986-87 school year, increasing to 7% for 
the 1987-88 school year. 

At MHS, administrators, faculty, and students are 
presently feeling the effects of recent budget cuts. 

Librarian Heidi Ross explains, "In the past, we 
have received our funds in one payment, but this year 
the money is being spread out into different payments. 
This means that if something costs more than a small 
amount, we have to wait and save to get it. In the 
meantime, we just do without." She says she believes she 
will not be able to purchase much-needed equipment, 
such as film projectors and tape recorders. —

Many MHSers and their families are currently en- 
joying the challenging sport of dove hunting. However, 
to keep it enjoyable certain precautions must be tak-~ 
en. Hunters should know the positions of others who 
are in the field and should not shoot at low-flying 
birds on organized group hunts. 

Furthermore, alcohol and hunting do not mix. No 
one should hunt while intoxicated. 

The Alabama Department of Conservation sets all 
hunting laws. Fifteen doves are the daily limit. 
Ten-gauge shotguns or smaller must be plugged or oth- 
erwise incapable of holding more than three shells. 
Hunting on a baited field is illegal. 

State licenses cost $11; county, $6. Both may be 
purchased at Western Auto, Wal-Mart or at most any 
store that sells shells. Dove season ends Oct. 15; a 
second season is Dec. 23-Jan. 15. |

Many MHSers enjoy the 
challenge of hunting rap- 
bits and squirrels. How- 
ever, many are not aware 
that there are regulations 
for hunting small game. 

The Alabama Department 
of Conservation sets all 
laws governing hunting. 

Eight rabbits is the 
daily limit. Rabbit season 
runs from Oct. 15-Feb. 28. 

fhere is'a limit of 
eight squirrels per day. 
In Shelby County the sea- 
son is Oct. 25-Jan. 31. 

There are a few restric 
tions regarding arms and 
ammunition when rabbit or 
squirrel hunting. 

Fully automatic fire- 
arms are prohibited. Both 
rifles using rimfire ammu- 
nition and those operated 
by air are legal. Shotguns, 


10 gauge or smaller are al- 


lowed when No. 4. shells 
or smaller are used. 

State licenses cost $11; 
county, 6. Both may be 
purchased from Wal-Mart, 
Western Auto, or at most 
stores that sell shells.

Bow hunting is a 
challenging and inter- 
esting sport, requiring 
much skill. 

Hunters must practice 
frequently with a bow to 
be proficient. Much 
time must be spent to 
properly sight a bow. 

Tree stands 

Most bow hunters 
hunt from tree stands. 
The higher elevation 
increases his field of 
vision and decreases 
the deer's chance of 
seeing the hunter. 

Proper camouflage is 
important in bow hunt- 
ing. If a hunter is 
not properly camouflaged, 
his chances of seeing 
deer are limited. 

Patience is also a 
very important factor. 
Most deer that are 
killed with a bow are 
within 20 yards of the 
hunter. 

One chance 

Hunters may have 
only one chance to 
shoot; therefore, they 
must pick all shots 
carefully. 

Fifty-eight percent 
of all hunters bow 
hunt. They have hunt- 
er's choice--they may 
kill either sex of deer 
excepting for spotted 
fawns. 

One unantlered deer 
may be taken per day 
in addition to one an- 
tlered buck per day.

Tigers end Bulldogs season

Hopes of a state championship for the 1984 football 
team were demolished last Friday night as the Bulldogs 
fell to the Randolph County Tigers 10-8 in the quarter~- 
finals of the state playoff tournament. In their final 
possession and trailing 10-8, the ‘Dogs drove 37 yards 
in 6 plays only to fall short on a 27-yd. field goal at- 
tempt, thus ending the season for the 7-6 Bulldogs. 

After a scoreless first half, the Tigers cracked the 
scoreboard first when quarterback Stanley Bass hit Doug 
Andrews on a 43-yd. touchdown pass. Pat Prestridge's PAT 
attempt was good, and the Tigers were up 7-0 with 8:45 
left in the third quarter.

Dogs whip 2 to advance to quarter-finals

With a mixture of total offensive control and tenacious defensive play, the Bull- 
dogs defeated Oak Grove 46-20, Nov. 16 in the second round of state play. A week ear-~ 
lier, they had eliminated the state's No. 1 favorite, Oneonta. The victory over Oak 
Grove enabled the 'Dogs to become the first MHS team to advance further than the sec-~ 
ond round of state playoffs. 

Prentice romps, scores five times 

Senior fullback Anthony Prentice, leading all scorers with five TD's, rushed for 
116 yards in 15 carries. In just 9 carries, senior tailback Andy Chism led the ‘Dogs 
in rushing with 123 yards, 51 of which went for a touchdown run in the second quarter, 
Senior quarterback Rick Gaddis completed 4 of 5 passes for 84 yards and rushed for 26 
in 5 carries. On his only carry for the night, senior tailback Antonio Devould added 
6 points on a 48-yd. touchdown run in the third quarter. 

The "Orange Crush'' defense was led by senior end Freeman Rutledge; with 9 solo 
tackles and 2 sacks. As linebacker, Prentice sacked up 6 solos and 2 assists; Chism 
grabbed 5 solos and 3 assists. 


Oneonta falls to ‘Dogs 


"Yow ‘bout them 'Dogs" was a common phrase around Montevallo after the Bulldogs 
topped No. 1 ranked Oneonta 18-7 in the first round of the playoffs. 

The first quarter featured a 15-yd. run by Prentice who would not be denied the 
score as he hurdled the last defender at the five~yard line. The touchdown capped a 
3l-yd. Bulldog drive, set up by Slade Blackwell's fumble recovery.

The second quarter showcased the Montevallo defense as the Redskins drove to the 
'Dogs' one=foot line before being turned away by the stingy goal line defenders, 

The Bulldogs came out cooking in the third period as Gaddis crossed Oneonta's 
goal line twice within 50 seconds. The first touchdown was a 12-yd. sprint, and the 
second an ll-yd. burst up the middle. 

Oneonta's Lamonde Russell scored a late touchdown for the ‘Skins on a 53-yd. run, 
but they failed to narrow the margin any further as MHS moved up in state play.

Presently the question is being asked, 
"How dangerous is cheerleading?" 

Recently a cheerer died after hitting 
her head during a routine. The incident 
was the first fatal accident attributed to 
cheerleading in 15 years. In 1981 a study 
Citing dangers in recreational activities 
ranked cheering 182 out of 215 studied. 
Cheering was judged safer than volleyball 
and basketball. 

Shelby County School Board officials 
recently forbade county cheerleaders to 
perform stunts. This grounding of cheer- 
leaders is similar to forcing football 
Players to play touch football 

If a controversy were started every 
time someone was injured in football, 
basketball, or baseball, we could no long- 
er have these sports in school. 

Grounding cheerleaders seems unfair. 
If cheerleaders are forbidden to perform 
their "cheering Stunts," the other sports 
should be "limited" in the same way.

In the Middle Ages, it was traditional “NR 
for English, Scottish, and French young 
people to assemble on the evening before NS Ge QA 
Valentine's Day. Each boy drew from a bowl a slip | ‘of 
paper on which was written the name of a young lady. 
The girl whose name was on the paper became the hold- 
er's sweetheart for the year. 

Gradually, the approach of Valentine's Day came to 
be heralded by the exchange of pretty sentiments written 
on scented paper and decorated with hearts, doves, Cu- 
pids, and other love tokens. 

In 1797, The Young Man's Valentine Writer, a book 
of poetry,:-was published. It contained a collection of 
verses and valentine sentiments which could be copied 
and presented to "My Valentine." The young’ women re- 
ceived their be-ribboned scraps of paper, lace, and 
fancy words with trembling hands. The verses were not 
mere sentiments to them; they were actual declarations 
of true love from their beaus who created the cards. 

Although styles differ, the true message itself has 
not changed. To this day, the air on Feb. 14 is filled 
with one question: "Will you be my Valentine?" 


Holiday nomed for bishop

No one is really sure of the true origin of Valen- 
tine's Day, Feb. 14. Most authorities agree that the 
special day is named for St. Valentine, who is known as 
"the lover's saint." 


According to legend, St. Valentine was a Christian

Emperor Claudius decreed it illegal to be married be- 
cause he thought married men wade bad soldiers since they 
hated leaving their wives. Since good soldiers were 
necessary for good warfare, the Emperor decided to abol- 
ish marriage. 

In spite of the decree, the good priest Valentine 
offered to secretly wed young lovers. When the Emperor 
discovered this, he had Valentine dragged to prison 
where he died "a martyr to love." : 

When Valentine was made a saint, the church allotted 
his death-day, Feb. 14, to be his holiday. Roman 
youths for whom he gave his life set aside that day to 
honor him. If this popular story is, indeed, as true as 
it seems, it is to the good priest that we owe the 
creation of "Valentine's Day, "the day for lovers."

In the United States, rolling eggs on the White 
House lawn became an American tradition after the prac- 
tice began during the 1809-1817 term of James Madison. 
According to historians, Madison's stepson 
mother a story of Egyptians who rolled eggs against the 
pyramids. After hearing his tale, First Lady Dolly. 
Madison agreed to allow children to use the White House 
lawn for the same purpose.
